heal, the healing process being retarded 
or prevented by the constant expansion 
of the tissue in .breathing. 


The treatment consists in the intro- 


duction of pure nitrogen into the lung 
cavity through a hypodermic needle. 
The action of the nitrogen compresses 
the lung and gives it an entire rest. 


After a few weeks the nitrogen is 


withdrawn and air admitted, the lung 
expanding to its usual dimensions.

"THE WEATHER MAN." 


By Ken Vt»)j -au. 


Feeling that the busy American 


people have not the leisure to inquire 
into many subjects with which they 
desire to become acquainted, I take 
the liberty of: introducing "Our Na- 
tional Weather Man." 
By so doing, 


I hope to arouse,. in some at least, 
the desire that an intimate acquaint- 
ance may follow this introduction. 
Let us first''learn something of his 
humble, but 
worthy antecedents. 


The theories of the ancient philoso- 
phers hardly deserve mention, as 
their only merit lay in the fact that 
with the first strides of science they 
became ridiculous and served to de- 
ceive no one. 


The invention of the thermometer 


about 1592 and the barometer in 1643 
furnished a means of accurate obser- 
vation, and gave a great impetus to 
meteorology. Students of science be- 
gan to think and observe, and soon 
the mythological theories about the 
weather were exploded, exaggerated 
notions reduced to their true mean- 
ing. 
New theories 
followed, 
not 


originated; by a vivid imagination, 
but founded on accurate observations, 
and the result was that meteorology 
entered the ranks of the sciences. 
The first life devoted to a study of 
the phenomena of the weather was 
that of James P. Espy, an American 
He was not slow to receive the ad- 
vantages of the telegraph in weather 
prediction, and, with an associate, he 
used it systematically for this purpose 
as early as 1850, four years before it 
was similarly used m Europe. 
After 


the Civil war, forecasting in the in- 
terest of mercantile enterprises was 
carried on _for several years by the 
Cincinnati Chamber of 
Commerce. 


In 1870, Congress authorized the sig- 
nal service of the army to make storm 
and 
Hood 
predictions, 
and 
our 


"Weather Man" began his career. 


During 1891 the weather bureau of 


the agricultural department was es- 
tablished, and it is due the bureau to 
say that, under their 
care, 
our 


"Weather Man" has gained a rank 
above the forecasters of all other na- 
tions. Briefly, its foremost duties are: 
To collect twice daily, by telegraph, 
meteorological observations, to fore- 
cast the weather, to issue warnings 
of danger from storms and frost, to 
predict the height of rivers and give 
flood warnings, to publish national 
climate and crop bulletins, to collect 
monthly by mail from about three 
thousand stations temperature and 
rainfall observations, and to publish 
them that the climate of the United 
States may be accurately defined. 


There are now about one hundred 


and fifty authorized observatories and 
three thousand voluntary ones in the 
United States. 
Only authorized ob- 


servers send daily reports to the

ments; and the weighing snow and 
rain gauge, an ingenious machine 
which furnishes an accurate and con- 
tinuous record of the amount of 
precipitation. 


Reports taken at the same moment 


of time from these instruments, to- 
gether with observations in regard to 
tiie state of the weather, and amount, 
kind and direction of the clouds, are 
sent twice daily by telegraph to the 
weather 
bureau 
at 
Washington. 


These reports are used in the con- 
struction of the weather map, which 
is an o'uline of the United States and 
adjoining territory. On it are marked 
the authorized stations, 
about one 


hundred and fifty in number, from 
which osbervations are 
sent. 
In 


making the weather map, the reports 
are entered in such a manner that 
the conditions at various places can 
easily be compared. To do this, the 
temperature and atmospheric pressure 
are uifu'keu on Uie iufip by the side oi' 
each observatory. Then a dotted line 
connecting places having the same 
temperature is drawn for every 10 
degrees of the thermometer. 
Thus 


a line is made along which the tem- 
perature is 60 degrees, another along 
which it is 70 degrees, and the like. 
These lines are called isotherms. The 


weather bureau. There are two hun- 
dred and fifty-three stations on our 
coast where storm signals are dis- 
played, and in 1897, a total of 51,694 
places throughout the country re- 
ceived forecasts and warnings. 
Let 


us turn our attention for a moment 
to the instruments that are used in 
furnishing the reports upon which 
the weather forecasts are based. The 
more important ones are the ther- 
mometer, or heat 
measurer: 
the 


hygrometer, an instrument for meas- 
uring the humidity or dampness of 
the air: the rain gauge which shows 
the depth of rainfall; the barometer, 
a machine which weighs the air; the 
barograph, a barometer which furn- 
ishes a continuous record of the 
•weight of the air; the thermograph, 
a thermometer which furnishes a con- 
tinuous record of the atmospheric 
temperature; the 
anemometer, a 


measurer of the velocity of the wind; 
the wind vane, a machine which tells 
the direction of the wind; the sun- 
shine recorder, which registers the 
time and duration of sunshine; the 
metrograph, which furnishes a con- 
tinuous record of the readings of sev- 
real of the abore mentioned instru-

next step is . to draw solid lines 
-through places having equal atmos- 
pheric pressure. These lines are made 
lor .every difference of one-tenth of 
an inch in the reading of the barom- 
eter and. are -called isobars. 
Where 


the air pressure is great the word 
"high" is printed, and where small 
it is marked "low." Arrows are 
placed on the map flying in the di- 
rection of the wind. Circular sym- 
bols show by their color whether it is 
cloudy or clear and letters are placed 
in them to indicate rain or snow. 
Below the map there is a table show- 
ing the conditions in full at the vari- 
ous stations. It must be remembered 
that this is a representation of the 
present 
meteorological 
conditions, 


and from it the "\Veather.Man" is 
expected to forecast accurately the 
weather during the next thirty-six 
hours at 51,694 places throughout the 
country, and to order quickly danger 
warnings where needed. 


The explanation of how this is done 


so accurately is rather difficult. 
The 


climate of the torrid zone is distinct 
from ours in the fact that much the 
same changes take place day after 
day. In the temperate zone there is 
the same tendency. The same causes 
work to 
produce 
these 
regular 


changes. 
What is the disturbing ele- 


ment that gives us such variety of 
weather? 


Almost daily huge storms appear in 


the west on their way across our 
country. 
They are divided into two 


classes, called cyclones and 
anti- 


V:cyclones.' This name does not neces- 


sarily imply destructive winds and 
should not be confused with the word 
tornado, for which it is often used. 


•; " Cyclones are roughly circular in 


shape and sometimes reach a diameter 
of one thousand miles. The air pres- 
sure is,low at the center and increases 
towards 
the 
circumference. The 


point of least atmospheric pressure is 
marked by the word "5ow," and the 
surface winds show a disposition to 
move spirally in towards this area of 
lowest pressure. 
In the 
northern 


hemisphere the direction .of the whirl- 
ing of, the winds is to the left of an 
observer at the center; but south of 
the equator, it is in the opposite di- 


'. fection. 
: 


; Anti-cyclones differ from cyclones 
in that the central portion is an area 


t of high pressure, and the winds move

that will surround these cyclones in 
tl:eir-future positions. 
. The forecasts 
of .the... weather 


bureau grow more accurate with each 
year. Abeut 82 per cent of those 
sent out last year were correct. Of 
eight dangerous storms that passed 
over our country in 1897 all were pre- 
dicted. In the" raisin-drying region 
of California, where unexpected rains 
are1 Very disastrous, not one occurred 
during "the last three years without 
warning, and in only one instance 
was an unnecessary warning issued. 
As a clinching argument to prove the 
value of our weather bureau,.we shall 
say that the cost of maintenance in 
1897 was S109,748 less than in 1883^ 
when the service was not nearly so 
valuable. 


" OUB S klELLUJi."

. The moon is to us the most inter- 
esting of heavenly bodies. 
We are 


compelled to admire the soft white 
light that she reflects upon our com- 
paratively small. globe. 
We love to 


see her.when new she predicts wet or 
dry weather; we love to watch iier as 
she slowly passes through her various 
phases, from new to full, each day 
becoming more and more brilliant; 
and as she passes from full to new, 
each day growing less bright. 
It 


seems -natural to compare her to a 
beautiful.silver boat floating calmly 
across some fair sea, gradually be- 
coming larger and grander as she ap- 
proaches her destination; and then 
becoming smaller and more insignifi- 
cant as she recedes upon t,he return 
trip till lost from sight entirely. 


Even though the 
moon is the j 


closest of -the celestial rovers, it id 
very far away, the distance being 
about .nine times the circumference 
of the earth, or! thirty times its 
diameter. If an express train travel- 
ing at the rate of forty miles per 
hour were to attempt the journey 
there, it would require 250 days of 
constant travel. Or suppose a loud 
report' should take place upon the 
moon—one loud enough to be heard 
here—although sound travels at the 
rapid rate of 1,090 feet per second, it 
would require two weeks for this re- 
port to .reach us. 


By means of the large, modern 


telescopes the study of the moon is 
greatly facilitated. 
The, moon may 


be so magnified as to appear as large 
as it would were it but 150 miles 
away instead of 240,000. 


With this apparent increase in the 


size of our satellite we are able to ob- 
serve many irregularities upon its 


iiful rivers on whose cool, 
shady 


banks he may lie and

bites." vj*o. sound is ever ^heard 


upon this Silent world. jSot even the 
warbling of a bird, nor the rumbling 
of the greatest landslides is notice- 
able." 


While the astronomer has been tell- 


ing us of a few of the conditions sup- 
posed to exist upon the moon, it has 
passed without' the range of vision of 
the telescope. Wondering how this" 
happened, we speak of it to him. His 
explanation in substance is as follows:. 


The moon has two chief motions- 


real and apparent. Its real motion 
is its revolution eastward upon its 
orbit about the earth. Twenty-seven 
and one-third days are required to 
complete one circuit. 
The 
moon 


makes one rotation upon its axis dur- 
ing, this time, always keeping 
the 


same face toward the earth. Its - ap- 
parent motion is a westward, diurnal 
motion. This is the motion you just 
discovered. It is caused by the rota- 
tion of. the earth upon its axis; and 
one complete circuit is, of course, 
completed in twenty-four hours. 


"The moon lias three other motions 


called 
librations. . They 
do 
not 


amount to much, however, only en- 
abling us to catch glimpses of small 
portions of the side of the moon 
which we otherwise never see/1 


As we leave the astronomer, after 


thanking him for the trouble we 
have caused him, he remarks: " 'Tis 
a wonderful universe, this of ours. 
The moon, our very next door neigh- 
bor and ever faithful attendant, even 
in all of her majestic splendor and 
immensity, is but as a grain of mus- 
tard seed is to our own globe, when 
compared with this wonderful uni- 
verse of which our own solar system 
is but a small member." 


out spirally from it. The direction 
of the whirr in the anti-cyclone is in 
an opposite direction to the move- 
ment in a cyclone. 


A better conception of cyclones and 


anti-cyclones can be had by observing 
carefully 
several 
weather 
maps. 


There is no theory at present which 
accounts satisfactorily for these great 
whirls, but lately many things have 
been noticed which give evidence that 
the sun, through some magnetic ac- 
tion, influences their formation and 
course. However, there are many 
other forces concerned in their de- 
velopment. 


A word now about the relations of 


these whirls to the climate. 
The 


weather at any place is changed 
chiefly by air either colder or warmer 
moving in upon it. 
If winds bring 


cold air, the weather will probably bo 
cold and clear. If they bring warm, 
damp air, it will usually become 
warm, and rain or be cloudy. As we 
know the direction, temperature and 
velocity of winds which whirl about 
cyclones and anti-cyclones, we can 
predict the weather on the different 
sides of them. 
A few general rules 


that might be given for. doing this 
are: 


Anti-cyclones are usually accom- 


panied by cold, clear weather. 


In the southeastern half of cyclones 


the weather is warm and rainy or 
cloudy; in the northeastern half it is 


, cold and clear. In the absence of well 


marked cyclones or anti-cyclones, the 
weather continues without change. 


The winds about cyclones become 


dangerous where the barometer falls 
very rapidly, or, in other words, 
where the isolars are unusually close 
together. 


The weather on the various sides 


of a cyclone can be determined with 
much accuracy. The greater rtitn- 
culty is found in predicting their 
course. They travel in general from 
west to east, with an average velocity 
of about six hundred miles per clay. 


. Their track is influenced by many 


things, such as the topography of the 
country, the relative temperature and 
moisture in adjacent cyclones and 
anti-cyclones antl the magnetic con- 
dition of the earth. 
But from long 


observation the weather bureau is 
able to predict their course for the 
next twenty-four or thirty-six hours 
with considerable certainty. 


Tims we see that the "Weather 


Man's" forecasts are made by gather- 
ing together reports of the meteoro- 
logical condition of the country taken 
at the same moment of time: placing 
them upon the weather map: predict- 
ing the course of the cylones and 
anti-cyclones that are brought 'to 
light: and determining the weather

and various relics of a once hob and 
living world. 
What at first glance 


appear to be lakes, upon closer in- 
spection are seen to be barren plains. 
There seem to be streams radiating 
from the different craters. 
Many 


other irregularities, some of which 
have no counter-parts upon eartli, 
and which rival the canals of mars 
are apparent. 


Suppose we look at 
bhe moon 


through one of the great reflectors, 
what do we see? Our eyes are greeted 
by a large ball hanging poised in space 
and having a volume 
equivalent 


to about one-forty-ninth of that ol1 
our earth and an area equal to about 
four and one-half times that of the 
United States. Probably the^flrsb 
thing upon its surface to attract our 
attention will be the many rings scat- 
tered here and there. 
We ask the 


astronomer, 
who 
stands at our 


side 
what 
they 
are. 
He' very 


readily replies: 
"They are craters, 


the' remains 
of what 
we sup- 


pose have been active volcanoes." 
They are, as a usual thing, very 
large, much larger in proportion than 
any peaks of .mountains we have here 
on earth. 
Some of them have as 


great diameters as 100 miles and are 
as high as 36,000 feet. 
Take for in- 


stance that peak near the south pole. 
Tycho, we call it. 
It is fifty-four 


miles across and 17,000 feet high. In- 
asmuch as it has many long, bright 
lines radiating 
from it,' as you no 


doubt observe, it is very peculiar, but 
not alone in being peculiar. We know 
but little of these markings; and for 
want of a better name, we call them 
rills. 


Besides these rills there arc many 


other surface peculiarities, most of 
which we suppose have been formed 
by the too rapid cooling of the moon's 
surface, leaving the inside yet hot, 
which, upon cooling, contracted and 
caused the cold surface to crack or 
fold and wrinkle up. 


As we, look more closely at the sur- 


face of the moon, we sec'that there is 
no gradual fading of 
ligho 
into 


shadow. 
We wonder why this is, for 


on earth the light and shadow blcnli. 
Our astronomer, ever ready with his 
stock of information, says "in answer 
to our appeal: "We of our profession 
believe that the moon has no definite 
atmosphere—that is, none such as we 
have here—and having none there is, 
ofcour.se, no'diffuskm of light, and 
consequently no blending or softening 
effects in the casting of shadows. The 
sharply defined line between light and 
darkness is not the only peculiarity 
resulting from the lack of an atmos- 
phere. Should there be any inhabi- 
tants upon the moon, they would be 
able to observe the stars at all hours 
—both day and night. Their astron- 
omers would never be disturbed by 
the rising of the sun or the passing 
of clouds over the sky, but would be 
able to sit constantly in their obser- 
vatories watching the stars as they 
hasten by, seeing new meteors, re- 
cording new comets, 
and perhaps 


studying new methods of art and con- 
struction'as seen upon earth. Happy, 
too, is the small boy, for he can easily 
out-jump his earthly friend, owing to 
the weakness of gravity and the lack 
of atmospheric pressure. 7s"eTer is he 
bothered by rain or cloudy skies; but 


I 
he has no pleasant babbling brooks in 
which to paddle about, nor any beau-

We 
all remember how he labored to at- 
tain the victory. He had the will 
power, but the way did not seem 
clear to him. At last he found the 
way, and who ever achieved greater 
fame than he? I might, give several 
such examples, but the school of ex- 
perience is the dearest school that we 
can attend. The way of education is 
open to all of us, and if we take ad-

Worth and public recognition are 


very closely connected in the minds 
of many people. It is a favorite idea 
that the public mind is quick to lay 
hold of that which will be of benefit 
to mankind,and that truth and genius 
arc sure to win approval. A look at 
the history of both ancient and mod- 
ern times "will show us that this is 
not the case. 


The popularity of an idea depends 


upon the feelings and temper of the 
times in which it is brought forth. 
If tho age is one of intellectual 
progress, even in the most enlight- 
ened times, the great mass of people 
are easily imposed upon and worth- 
less theories are often most popular. 


It is true that worthy things have 


been appreciated and honor has many 
times been paid where it was due; 
but for each instance where public 
approval has been given for merit, 
there are hundreds of instances where 
it has been withheld or given where 
it was not deserved. Stern truth has 
never made a conquest, for the minds 
of the multitude are too blunt for a 
conception of truth, and it must be 
given the aid of circumstances and 
surroundings and clothed in ah at- 
tractive form. It must be accom- 
panied by secondary interests and ad- 
vantages. 


The doctrines, the 
institutions, 


which have done the most good for 
the world have not been the most 
popular; in many cases they have 
met with the bitterest opposition. 
When Harvey discovered the circula- 
tion of the blood, he did not dare at 
first to publish his belief. When it 
became known, he was bitterly perse- 
cuted and his practice as a physician 
greatly decreased m consequence. 
It- 


was not until another 
generation 


arose that his theory was adopted. 
Harvey himself is said to have de- 
clared that no man over forty years 
accepted his views. When Cyrus Field 
said that the old world .and the new 
Might be connected by means of a 
cable reaching from 
America 
to 


Europe, he was laughed at, and when 
his first and second attempts to carry 
out the plan failed, there were many 
to .say, "I told you so." 
But he was 


ri"i to be discouraged, and at last his 


stitutions. Thus we know every little 
detail of Caesar's life, but there are 
.many ..-important things connected 
with Roman history which we do not 
know,.as their manner of suffrage and 
the origin of the two great classes of 
society. The first historians who 
gave their attention to these things 
received a measure ot the opposition 
which those receive' who by opening 
new veins of thought disturb .the 
prejudice of. their fellow countrymen. 


Sometimes a theory, is unpopular

My acquaintance with him 
began when, several years ago, I read 
of Mr. Cortlandt Van Bibber in that 
charmino- book, "Van Bibber and 
Others." I liked Van Bibber for his 
own sake, tor who that reads the 
book could he\p it? But when I got 
to know more of his creator, there 
was an added depth to my regard 'for 
him. 
Since then I have read nearly 


all of Mr. Davis's books and mv, re- 
gard for him increases with every 
book I read. 
Mr. Davis is still so young that an 


extended 
biography is out of the 


question'. He is the son of literary 
parents, Mr. L. 'Clarke Davis and Re- 
becca Harding Davis, whose other^ 
children, Charles Belmont and Nora 
are also writers. He was born in 
1864 in Philadelphia. He attended 
school first at John Hopkins' and 
afterwards at Lehigh, -where he was 
an enthusaistiu foot ball player. The 
boys of his'class say he was stupid 
and that his mother wrote his stories 
for him. In the first matter he has 
the pleasure of ranking with Sir 
Walter Scott and innumerable other 
great men who were not their teach- 
er's pride and joy; the falsity of the 
latter statement subsequent 
years 


have .proved, unless his mother goes 
with him on his rambles — most 
mothers will doubt the practicability 
of this course. After he left "school 
he went abroad for a time, then re- 
turned to work on a New York; news- 
paper for a dollar a day. Rather a 
promising start in life!
